Levies on Telegraph and Telephone 
Messages and Tobacco to Remain 
the Same— Senate Democrats Adopt 
Tax Reduction Program , With Max­ 
imum Surtax Around 40 Per Cent. 
Features of Both Measures.

Spanish and German firearms usual 
ly have, instead of the maker’s name, 
a seal, frequently of gold, depicting 
i characters—animals and letters—from 
which, lf possessed of a list of such 
! seals, one might determine tin* manu­ 
facture of the weapon, and hence its 
approximate date. English and French 
gunmukers, however, if marking the 
arm at all, did so by placing their 
name and that of their town on the 
lock-plate or barrel or on both. 
The marks known as “proof marks” 
were stamped on, usually by a govern­ 
ment official, after he had tried out 
and ‘‘proved” the arm to be all right. 
Aa a rule the method of “proving” was 
to load the piece with several times 
its normal amount of powder and shot, 
and then discharge the same. If it sur­

"proven” satisfactorily. 
Thus, as different marks were not 
adopted until a certain date, one may 
ordinarily be assured that an aria bear­ 
ing them was not manufactured before 
that date.—Detroit News.

His researches, he said, prove 
the language of the Hittites to have 
Common roots with Greek and Latin. 
“The Hittites,” said Doctor Barton, 
“were an agricultural people, holding 
lands from the king or from cities 
with certain feudal obligations. 
Ban­ 
ditry is provided for in the code. 
Pro­ 
vision is even made for distribution 
of the plunder. 
’’The laws deal with almost every 
sort of offense—assault and battery, 
separation of wife and husband and 
breaking engagements. 
When a man 
and wife 
decided 
to separate, 
the 
house was divided and tile children, 
with the exception of one, went with 
the father. 
“Tl»e people were great raisers of 
bees. 
The code provided that anyone 
guilty of stealing bees should be pun­ 
ished by being jftung to death,

Tho charge for bronze axes, kettles, 
domestic animals and even wages is

Pacific Coast Swept 
by Dangerous Storms 
Los Angeles, Cai.—-A danger sign 
was hung out over parts of the Pacific 
about which little weather Information 
has been published when Dr. Stephen 
S. Fisher of Indiana university gave 
i members of the American Meteorologi­ 
cal society meeting here recently fig 
tires on the number of hurricanes 
sweeping those waters. 
On the average two or three violent 
cyclones occur annually off the west 
* coast of Mexico and Central America, 
he said. 
There an* few islands be­ 
tween Hawaii and Mexico, and rela­ 
tively few ships passed that way be­ 
fore the Panama canal was opened. 
Surprisingly little has been written 
about the storms in that region and 
now it Is very desirable that the dan 
per be known. 
The central Pacific likewise is not 
without 
dangerous 
storms. 
Doctor 
Fisher said, although few appear to at­ 
tain the burden <* violence that is the 
case in the eastern and western parts 
of the ocean. 
About twenty-seven cy­ 
clonic disturbances have occurred in 
tropical latitudes between longitudes 
140-W end 140-E in the last three 
years. 
Of these an average of three 
a year were accompanied by gales. 
Honolulu, which Is reputed not to have 
severe storms, nevertheless suffered 
from a wind of 56 miles au hour in 
January of thi- rear.

O dd Beliefs of Indians 
About Fish and Animals 
Charles Hill-Tout, author of a book 
on British Columbian Indians, tells of 
a curious belief of the red men a bo 
the salmon. 
“Whenever they (the salmon) begin 
to run,” he says, “ no Indian was al­ 
lowed to fish or kill until the first 
snlnion^of the season had been rev­ 
erently brought to the chief of the 
tribe, who would gather his tribesmen 
and bid his wife cook the fish in a 
new basket specially made for that 
purpose. 
Then he would distribute a 
small bit to every man of his tribe 
who was ceremonially clean, for nom: 
who were ceremonially unclean could 
be allowed to touch a bit of that first 
fish. 
"After that any member of the tribe 
was free to kill salmon, but it was un­ 
derstood that they .vere to return the 
head and entrails to. tile water, wit Ii 
the belief, another writer says, that if 
they did this the fish wobld return to 
life, and thus the waters of the river 
would not become depleted." 
Hill-Tout also says the Indians lie 
lieve that the spirit part of fish and 
animals Is more retd than the corpn 
real part. 
They believe that the d<- 
structlon of other parts of the carcass 
besides his flesh, which may be used 
for food purposes, would make the 
hoar, for example, very angry, and tim! 
he would take his revenge on the In­ 
duna for the Indignity placed upon 
Ids remains. 
They belteve If the ani­ 
mals allow themselves to be killed 
for food, then it Is the duty of those 
who kill them to treat with reverence 
w hat thev do not use.—Detroit News.

A few months ago, leaders of the 
American Legion in southern Califur 
uia despaired of being able to keep 
membership in the Eagle Rock post 
interested.

The whole membership is now at 
work 
outlining 
plans, 
teaching the 
youngsters and doing actual scout duty 
themselves because of this interest. 
The post lias furnished three scout­ 
masters. 
Tile post sponsors all troops 
in the community regardless of tile 
fact that it tofts troops of its own. 
According to a serve? made of posts 
of the Legion, sponsorship of the boy 
scout movement lins been one of the 
; articular community activities. 
Ro 
ports of nearly a thousand posts ind. 
rated that In some way the Legion men 
are ut work in aid of this movement 
not to encourage militaristic tendon 
• ,r,s, but rather to make u hardier and 
more so if-red ant race. 
In some posts, this movement is par 
t icul ar I y a post affeir, with certain 
regulations imposed on the lads re 
garding membership in the sponsored 
scout units. 
These require that the 
boys be blood relatives of ex-service 
men. Other posts have adopted a troop 
of scouts or several troops In their 
own cities and are carrying on tilt* 
work through their organization, 
in 
Toledo, O., because most of the posts 
in the county council had supplied a 
high type of men for scoutmasters, the 
leaders of the movement inaugurated 
a school, and Legionnaires numbered 
the principal portion of the class. 
The recent “scout week,” coinciding 
as it did with the drives of most Le 
gion posts in interest of 1024 member 
sh if), proved a great Incentive to the 
scout movement. 
The former Bervie* 
men in several communities through 
out the country took it upon them­ 
selves to “sell” the scout idea at the 
same time that they talked for the 
Legion and its membership. As a con 
sequence tile scout movement in many 
cities, particularly in Connecticut an I 
New Jersey had added a great many 
friends.* 
National officials of the Iye- 
glon have a I wavs contended that every 
former soldier would find something t«» 
merest him in the organization.

•ome this has been the care of the 
disabled; others In the reunion with 
former comrades; to certain ones has

Beef calves are produced on a close 
margin of profit. 
The only source of 
income from tile beef cow is her calf. 
The value of the calf at weaning time 
must cover the cost of keeping the 
cow for a year, depreciation, sire, serv­ 
ice, interest on investment, rent, and 
losses, and leave a margin for the own­ 
er. 
This is true whether one is pro­ 
ducing calves to sell at weaning time, 
or to sell as two-year-old feeders. 
If 
one cannot produce calves as cheaply 
as he can buy them at weaning time. 
it will pay him to buy rather than 
breed. 
By cutting out the breeding 
herd altogether, this would put all 
available capital and available land 
into handling steers. 
Usually it Is bet­ 
ter to raise calves where conditions 
are favorable for taking care of them 
when dropped.
